The general fund had a carryover
balance of approximately five-percent for
the 2001-2002 school year. The budget for
the next fiscal year includes a little over
two-percent contingency reserve /
unappropriated balance.

The district technology committee has
developed a long-range technology plan,
which continues to provide for the
integration of technology across the
curriculum and advanced levels of teacher
in-service training.

The district strategic plan for future facility
needs and improvements has been updated
for the next three to six years.
